en the Bank of Lyons,or a hundred ways, to an- 
ſwer his Credit ; and as he gains Money by it, 
ple is always able to fupply on the like Occa- 


‘Thus the Exchange of London pays the Mo- 

ney, and the Exgliſb Merchant, for the mean 
Confideration of half per Cent. ſupplies the E- 
nemy, and. knows nothing of the Matter. 

How vain a Thing then is it, to talk of Pro- 
hibiting Commerce with France, in order to 

event Supplies: The Meaning may be honeſt, 

ut “tis plain, the Effect is a Million per Anm 
tothe Nations Loſs. 

Haviog therefore once but prov d, that our 
Trade to France, if open, would be to our Gain, 
Ewould be glad to have any Man tell me, Why 
ze fhould be ftop’d? If ic be to our Gain, it 
muſt be to tbeir Loſs; and it we are, as by the 
Bechration of War, by all means to annoy 
them both by Sea and Land, let us Trade with 
them. We ſhall beggar them by it, and all 
Men will allow that’s as quick a Way of Beating 
them, as to Fight them. 

We ovght to Trade with every Nation we 
can Bubble; I with we Traded with gone that 
Bubble us. We us’d to abuſe the Dutch ; for 
that when they had Wars with the Algerines, 
they would fell them Ammunition and Naval 
Fteses set any Man but Enquire into that Cale, 


rines might have it any where elfe for 


our Lead to France, in

Sincé thence tis plain, that were we now at 
Peace with France, we might Trade with them 
to our Advantage; they may prohibit Trade 
with us, and they have a great deal of reafon 
for it; but it remains a moſt entire Myftery to 
all the World, why we fhould Probibit Trade 
with them. 

1 cannot help faying, it reflects upon our Po- 
liticks, and charges the Managers of Affairs, 
with not at all underftanding the Iatereſt of this 
Nation, or not knowing when Trade rua for or 
againft the General Advantage. 

And what fhall we now fay, toour being fo 
Barneſt to Probibit-all Communication with 
France hy Letters? Did our Stateſmen thin 
that would prevent General Intezligence ? Did 
they think Remitting and Drawing of — 
could be ftop’d by it? WO 
Iaugh at thofe Wile Men, that would make a 
Hedge about the Cookoo, and not turn about, 
and acknowledge this Ridiculous Piece of State- 
banter had lefs Sence by half in it? 

Why did they not Write to the Great Turk, 
that he ſhould prevent. any Cortef be- 
tween Marfeilies and Conflantinople? And fend 
Word to the Great Duke of Tuſcam, be fhould 
Remit no Money to liona? Why did they not 
agree to lay an Embargo on the Cenoeſe, and 
ſtop the Poſt to Geneva? Pre poſterous Mad- 
neſs! Empty Igaorant State-Mowatebanks4 that 
to puta Face upon their Conduct, bufie them- 
lelves in that they den’t undet ſtand: Ruine the 
Nations Trade, “aad then blame the Duteb, 
that they won't be as Great Fools as their 
Neighbours ! 

I could run this on to ſome Diwerting Parti- 
culars, and pleaſe the Reader with hearing the 
Wiſe Reafons,fome who think themfelves Great
